teachers appear in KoA 1ES:LL XXII, “XSITI (supp) and XXIV (sump). It 
is manivest fron the languegs used in these three sections that the 
Bccislaturo intended that persons employod a3 helnine teachers would 
pe>form their cuties withtn end fer particular supervisory unions 
rather than throvrhout the State. For instance, 41t 4s to be notcd in

enid cciool boards, Your attention 4s further directed to the last . 
scntencs of subsection XXIV (supp) which requires that helping teacher 
POSLLIiCAS shall not be established until after concurrence by a majority 
ef the school districts ". . .

Further significant language with respect to the 
question you have raised appears in RSA 186311 XXIII (supp) which 
provices that the emoints received under the previsions of RSA 
194:32 ", . « ehalld be maintained in 2 epecinl fumd by the state 
treasvrer and be used for no other purpese than the salaries of 
supovlntendenta, assistant suporintcndcnce and helping teachers for 

suo sory auons ." (emphasis eddcd) As we have concluded that a 
suncuvisory union as contemplated by the Leris slature, “at follo: 4s . 
ron the restrictive lsnguage just quoted that none of the unoxpended . 
balance of funds received under RSA 19412 may be used to psy all or 

any part of the salary of such director. 


In brief, we are of the opinion that further leis.» 
lation will be necessary before the anes could be used for such pure | 


pose.
